016. 6. 1 will alſo give thee for & light to the Gentiles, that thou 
mayeſt be my ſalvation to the ends of the Earch. 27 Pſal. The Lord 
is my light and my ſalvation. 26 Acts 17, 18. Delivering thee from 
theſe people, and from the Gemiles, unto whim now 1 ſend thee, to oper:

Robes, 
and made them white in the Blood of the Lamb. This Hlood; to 
the beſt of my underſtanding, he meant to be the Light : 1 hiak 
he did expound ir ſo.. 

T. U- / did aſe thoſe words ; but 1 deny 1 meant the Light. 

G. K. If I can't ve it, all the damage will be, that I was 
miſtaken. In the Afternqpn he brings 1 Jobs 4. 9. In him was 
life, &c. And that Scripture, My grace 5s ſufficient for thee. Thefe 
we jhall go through with : That I ſhall iaGſt on, that Tho. brings 
theſe Scriptures to.prove, that every Man thas cometh into the 
World is ſo lighted, and fo taught, that if he obey, the teach- 
ings and diſcoveries of that inward Principle, it is ſufficient for 
Salvation. or he ſhall be ſaved. All theſe Scriptures he brought 
to proveit, And 1 will give thee for a covenant to the people, a light 
zo lighten the Gentiles, that thou mayeſt be my ſalvation to the end: of the

G. K. Now,.two ways, | prove, that he contradicts himſelf. 


If I prove, that his Faith differs from the Faith of ſome, or moſt. 


of his Friends, as W:8. Peny, Geo. Whitehead, and the moſt emi- 
nent, is not here a Contradiftion to himſelf? Is not their Faith 
his Faith ? 

T. U. George , this is. from . the matter; we are not come 
here to meddle or diſpute what others hold, but thou art to ſhow, 1 cor 


rraditigd in the Aſternoon what I ſaid in the Foreroon, FL 
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G. X. it is my Senſe, that whereas he ſaid in the Forenoon, 
that his and his Friends Faith was one and the ſame, if he dit- 
fers from his Friends, he differs from himſelf ; and then, 1 fay, 
what he ſaid in the Afternoon, contradicts both himſelf and his 
Friends. 

T. U. I ſaid, it 5s the drift and tendency of our Friend:. 

Tho. Anger ſaid, He meaut the Friends there preſent z What 
have we to do with W. Penn and G. Whitehead, they are not 
here ! 

G. K. If any fay, What have we todo with our Friends W. Penr: 
and G. Whitehead, that are not here > Then, I fay, thou ſhouldſt 
have been more wary than to have mention'd fuch a thing in an 
Auditory. If I have any underſtanding in what he faid, I never 
heard a greater Contradiction in my lite. - The places he brought 
eſpecially 49. ſa. 6. 2. Titw., 11. 26 Aft; 18, He did not bare- 
ly quote theſe places, but paraphraſed on them, and applyed them 
to Chriſt's inward appearance; call it what you will, Light or 
Grace, as it is in every Man ; for he numbers theſe places with 
John 1. 4, and 9th Verſes: this is a Contradiftion ; theſe places 
he brings to prove the Light in every Man ; 2 Cor. 12. 9g. My 
grace # ſuſſicient for thee. It hath no reference to that inward ap- 
pearance or Principle of Chrift in the Heathens that the Goſpel is 
not. Preached to. This in Jſa. / will give thee for a covenant to 
the people, for a light to lighten the Gentiles, that thou mayeſt be my ſal- 
vation to the ends of the earth. This hath no reference to the Light 
of the Gentile World, that hath not the Goſpel Preached : I 
{ay it is a Prophecy which was not then fulfiilled to the Gentile 
World, nor is not now fulfilPd to the Heathen Gentiles ; but it 
is fulfill'd to us Chriſtian Gentilsz 2 Titans 11, The grace of God 
that bringeth ſalvation hath appeared to all men ; teaching them, &c. I 
ſay, this Text hath no relation to the common diſcovery or in- 
lightening that the Gentile World hath, that never had the Goſ 
pel "ITY 

. U: Thus 5s what 1 ſpoke in the Afternoon ;, compare it with what 1 
ſaid in the Forenoon, and (hew the Contr adittion. 

G. K. There isno illumination or diſcovery in the Heathen 
World, that hath not the Goſpel outwardly preached, that 
gives them and teacheth them what to belieye concerning Chriſt

I fay, what is ordina:y 2nd uſual 
according to the Method: of divine Provideace, I do affirm the 
Heatheg World hath no Principle in them, that doth teach or 
diſcoyer what they ought to believe concerning Chriſt ontward- 
ly. w 

, T. WU. Where is the Contradiftion ? I never medled with Gentile on 
Heathen ; but that which was the tendency of my Teſtimony, was, That 
People ſhould take heed to the inward appearance of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
to tbeir Souls, in order to their Santtification. 

G. K. Thoudidſt ſpeak it univerſally ; and thou laideft great 
Importance on theſe two Scriptures, {nr him was life, and the life 
was the LIGHT OF MEN; and the grace of God that bring- 
eth ſalvation, hath appeared TO ALL MEN. Now, | be- 
lieve, thou meant all Men without diſtin&tion, Chriſtians, Turks, 
Jews, or Heathens; all Men. Now if there be no Principle in 
the Heathen univerſally (what knowledge the Sybils had concern- 
ing Chriſt's coming in the Fleſh, was nor by that ordinary Il]n- 
mination, but by ſuch extraordinary Revelation, as the Prophets 
2mong the Jews had) that teacheth them to believe in Chriſt, as 
he was born of a Virgin, then he contradifts himſelf, to ſay, that 
Faith is neceſſary to Salvation,when there is nothing in thoſe Hea- 
thens to teach them ir. 

T. U. Had I ſaid in the Forencon, that Faith in Chriſt's outward 
appearance was abſolmely neceſſary to Salvation, even to the Gemile 
Heathens, that are defpriv'd of the hiſterical Means, and ſaid, in the 
Afternoon, that there is a Light within that is able toteach all Men to 
Salvation, it had been a Comradiition, if it be proved, that the Light 
i inſufficient : But I did not paraphraſe, or treat of the univerſality of 
this Light ;, though I came to the Scripture that ſpoke of the Light, yet 1 
did not paraphraſe on that which ligbtened all Men in the World; 1 
did not ſpeak of the Heathens, my great Work. was to ſhew, that theſe- 
that were priviledged with the hiſtorical Acconnt of theſe things, have 
reaſon to be thankful for it, and their Work, is to-walk anſwerable to.

G. K. Obſerve, he grants, that if he had-faid, that Faith in 
Chriſt's outward appearance was abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation 
to the Gentile Heathens, he had contradicted himſelf, on this con- 
dition, that I will prove, that the Light given to the Heathens is 
inſufficient to Salyation, 'T. U- 
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T. Us 7 ſay, that the Gentiles, that have not the proviledge of the 
outward means, by which we come to underſtand inſtrumentally, they be- 
ing deprived of this, if os walk, anſwerable to thoſe diſcoveries the 
Lord bath given them, leſs the Lord will accept of them ; and if 
they have not this means, doubtlef, #*s probable, the Lord will ſave 
them, ſeeing they walk, auſwerable to what they know. 

G. K..Tho.ſays, That if ke have affirmed, that Faith in Chriſt's 
ontward Manifeſtation is abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation of thoſe 


Heathens that have not the outward Means, and if he ſaid, that 


there was a Light in all Men that was ſufficient, and I prove this 
Light is not ſufficient, then it is a Contradittion. 

\:T. U. 1 ſay it 5s, upon that condition thou proveſt the inſuſſicien- 
cy of the Light within, and proves the univerſality of that. Faith ne- 
ceſſary to Salvation, then it s a Contradittion. 

:G, K. Tho. Upſber ſaith, That Faith, in the outward Manifeſta- 
tion, is abſolutely neceſſary to thoſe that have the outward Means, 
and if there be not that Light in them that have not the Hiſtory, 
he contraditts himſelf ; if he affirmed, that there was a Manifeſta- 
tion in all Men that was able to give them that Diſcovery and that 
Baith ; and that I can prove, that there is no ſuch Manifeſtation, 
that was able tv give them Salvation, he contradicts himſelf. 
Bat Tho. (aid,That there was a Manifeſtation in Men univerfally, 
that-was able to give this Diſcovery ; he brought places of Scrip- 
ture to prove it, as the 1 John 4th and gth Verſes : He argued 
for it, that there was that that would give a Diſcovery to af Men 
of that that was neceſlary to Salvation. 

T. U 17 denyit, 1 did not ſay abſolute. 

Rich. Waller. He did not ſay abſolute. 

Arthar Cotten, William Drewit, the ſame. 

G. K. Hedid affirm, That there was that Manifeſtation, or 
Light, or inward appearance ; he paraphraſed upon thoſe places 
of Scripture, He was the true !ight, that lighteth every man that co- 
meth int? the World, 1 bave given him for a covenant to the people, a 


light to the Gentiles, and the grace of God hath appeared to all men. 


Now if he did not mean univerſally, let him deny it»

G. K. 1 offer to prove, that. there is no Manifeſtation in the 
Heathen World, wherc the Goſpel hath not been Preached, that 
gives to that Heathen part of Mankind, or can give that which is 
neceſſary to Salvation : Now neceſſary is a Scripture Word, and 
if by neceſſary we mean not really neceſſary, we may deny, that 
Obedience to the Light within is abſolately neceſſary. 1 fay, ne- 
ceſlary, in Scripture Senſe, is abſolutely neceſſary, with reſpe& 
to Chriſt without as well as Chriſt within; for otherwiſe you can- 
not ſhew a Scripture that will prove, that Obedience to the 
Light within is abſolutely neceſſary. I offer to prove, that there 
is no Manifeſtation in the Heathen World, that hath not the 
Goſpel preached to them in God's ordinary way, that either does, 
or can give them to believe all that is neceſlary to Salvation. But 
firſt, I diſtinguiſh between Light within, as it ſignifies the great 
inlightener, thac is God and the Manifeſtation and Diſcovery 
that comes from this great God. 1 know this great God is in 
all Men, he gives ſome Manifeſtation of himſelf in all; but, I ay, 
he gives no Diſcovery or Maniteſtation of himſelf to all Men, 
that does or can give that Knowledge or Faith in Chriſt that is 
neceſlary toSalvation. 

T. U. Prove this, that there is noſuch Manifeſtationin Man. 

G. K. I fay, Idiſtinguiſh between the Light, asTt ſignifies God 
the great liluminator, and the Manifeſtation, or Illumination 
that comes from God. When I ſay the Manifeſtation is not 
ſufficient, I do not ſay, that God is not ſufficient ; but, I fay, 
that there isno Manifeſtation or Diſcovery in the Heathen Worls > 
that God gives them ordinarily, that is ſufficient to Salvation : 
This I offer to prove, 10. Atts 43. To bim give all the Prophets 
witnep, that through his name whoſoever believeth in him, ſhall receive 
the remiſſion of ſins. 26. ACts 18. I ſend thee ro the Gentiles, to turn 
them from darkneſs to light, &c. that they 7 receive forgiveneſs of 
fins, and inheritance among them which are ſanitified through F AITH 
THATIS IN ME, (This Mfr, is Jeſus of Nazareth, as 
without them.] And Rom. 1o. 8, 9. The word is nigh thee, even 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart : that is the word of faith which we preach, 
That if thou ſhalt confeſs with thy mouth the Lord Jeſus, and belizve 
im thine heart, that God hath raiſed him from the dead , thou 
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ſhalt be ſaved. Now, 1 ſay, tais is the abſolntely neceflary 
eerms of Salvation; and if there bz no ſuch thing in the Hea- 
then to teach them this,and ſeeing thcre is no ſuch Manifeſtation 
in the Gentile HeathenWorld that diſcovers or teacheth this, 
then there is no Manifeſtation in them ſufficient to Salvation. 

T. U. He hath not proved, that the Manifeftation of God and 
Chriſt, in his Light to all Men, doth not give, nor can give to Man, 
that which # neceſſary ts Salvation, becauſe he cannot bring one word 
of abfolute neceſſity, or that ſaith after this manner, that without this, 
and this kind of knowledge they cannot be ſaved. 

G. K., The Light within teache them and all Men,ceven the Hea- 
thens; that I muſt not commit Murther, Adultery, nor be 
Drunk, &c. I find in Scripture as poſitively Faith in Chriſt 
without us, required to remiſſion, of Sin and eternal Salvation, as 
obedience to the Light within us 3 1 Cor. 1. 21. 

T. U. I ſhould be loath te be ſo uncharitable to the poox Heathens, 
which live up to their Light, as G. Keith #s. 

G. K. 1 am no more uncharitable to the Heathen, than you or 
any Man ; I dare not conclude, that any of the Heathens that 
live vertuouſly are damned : What is wanting to Heathens is 
reſpett to thegutward, God may make up to them in an inward ex- 
traordinary Manifeftation. What do we know what God may 
reveal to ther in a dying Hour ? 

T. U. I never did declare, that the Light within, wirhout the out- 
ward Manifeſt ation of Chriſt, is ſufficient for Salvation. 

G. K. Whither Tho, did not ſpeak to this purpoſe, That the 
Light within, without Faith in Chriſt, is ſufficient for Salvation, 
I apprehend I have proved by his Paraphraſes on thoſe Scriptures 
that he brought ; from thoſe Scriptures, ſay I, Tho. did ſay, That 
this Light, or this inward Manifeſtation, is enough for the Salva- 
tion of Man ; then, ſay 1, if one thing be enough, there needs 
not two: If this be enough, then there is no nced of that Faith in 
_ that he mentiond in the Morning; which is a Contra- 

ition, 
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In the Concluſion, divers of T. Uptnr's Friends gave this Confeſ- þ 
ſton, and ſo aid be, yiz. 


It is neceffary to Salvation, to believe in Jefus Chrift, that was i 

born of the Virgin Mary, and was Crucified without the Gates of IS 
* Teraſalem, and is aſcended into Heaven, and is there in Glory, 2 

and from thence will come without us at the end bf the World;

VUuſed by ſome principal Quakers at Colcheſter and Bri- 
ſtol towards G. Keith ; and _- other material Paſſa- 


ges in his Travelling through ſeveral places in the Coun- 
try, this and the former Summer. 


HE occaſion of the above mentioned Conference (the 
; true Relation whereof is above given) was, T hat where- 
4 


as G. Keith, at the publick Meeting-Houſe of the Peo- 
ple called Quakers, at Colcheſter, the Second of the Firſt Month, 
1699, in the Afternoon, had affirmed, That T. Upſher had con- 
tradidted in the Afternoon what he had Preached in the Fore- 
noon, the which T. Upſher denied, and put G. Keith to prove it; 
whereupon it was mutually agreed by them both, to debate ir 
before Witnefſes on both ſides, on the 6th of that Inſtant follow- 
ing, as was accordingly done. The Moderators choſen to regu- 
late the Debate, were William Shelton, a Miniſter of the Church 
of England, in Colcheſter, and Samnel Rider, a Presbyterian there.

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But it is fit the Readers ſhould be further informed of ſome other. 


Particulars relating to the Difference betwixt T. Upſher and his 
Friends at Colcheſter, and G. Keith and ſome of his Friends there ; 
one of which is, That whereas T. Upſher did 'offer a Conference 
with G. Keith, in order to defend his Do&trine from being a Con- 
tradiction, G. Keith did readily accept it, on the Condition that 


he would agree to debate it with him before Witneſſes, whether. 


T. Upſber had done juſtly and Chriſtianly at a Meeting in Great 
Staten in Huntingtonſhire, in the Month called Auguſt, 1693: to. 
pronounce Woes and Curſes in the Name of the Lord againſt 
G, Keith, and all that adhered to him, that were there preſent, 
and came to hear him (which were many,. reckoned in the Urity 
with T. Upſher and his Friends) faying, God would confound, 
deſtroy, and daſh to pieces both him and them, which, he faid, 
he was moved by the Lord fo to affirm (as many are ready to 
witneſs if he deny it) but this Condition T. Upſher would by no 


means agree unto. Another is, that whereas G. Keith had been 


accuſed at the ſaid Meeting at Great Staten in Huntingtonſhire, by 
T. Upfber, that he was an Apoſtate, and had wronged and per- 
verted Friends Books in his printed Narratives, ard that he of- 
fered to prove it againſt him, providing G. Keith would begin 
to diſpute with him. the next day ; G. Keith replied, He was ves 
ry deſirous to bold the Debate. with him,. but it was well known 
to divers there. preſent, he could not begin any ſuch Meeting for 
Debate next Day, being under an Engagement to be at a Meet- 
ing at Bedford next Firſt Day, which was the Day following 
but he was ready to engage with him the Third Day following, 
which T. Upſher by no means would yicld unto; alledging for his 
Excuſe, the great need he .had tobe at home ; which to many ap- 
peared fallacious, becauſe he had before proffered to hold the Dif 
pute with G. Keith for two Weeks together, it he would begin 
next Day. Rk, Bridgeman, a Friend at tantington, did propoſe ta 
have the Meeting tor the Debate begin next Day,. and he would 
undertake, - in defence of G. Keith, that he had not wronged the 
Friends Books in his faid Narratives, 2nd proffered to hold a 
Diſpute with T. Upſher on that account, until G. Keith ſhould 
have time to return to manage the Diſpute by himſelf z but this 
T..Upſher would not agree unto. Some fey Days after, in = a 
ont 
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Month called Auguſt, 1693. G. Keith came to Colcheſter, and in 
the publick Meeting of the Friends there, put T. Upſber in 
mird of his former promiſe to ingage in Diſpute with 7 Keith, 
ie order to prove him an Apoſtate, 2nd a perverter bf Friends 
Books in his ſaid Narratives, telling him, He hoped he had 
time now to do it, being at home 3 but 7. Upſher replied, Since 
his- former offer was not accepted, he found himſelf clear of a- 
ny ſach Engagement. And now again in the beginning of the 
5th Month called Jaly, 1699. T. Upſher refuſed to ingage in any 


-tuch Debate with G. Keith, though earneſtly defred by him. 


And the like proffer he made to the principal Friends, called Qua- 
kers, at Colcheſter, That whereas they had the laſt Summer ſent 
out a Paper againſt him, ſigned by many Hands, charging him 
to be an Apoſtate, and an Enemy to Truth and Friends, they 
would now make that one of the Matters of debate, as well 
as this, viz. Whether T. Upſher had contradifed himſelf ? 
But by no means would either he or they aſlent to any ſuch 
Debate, ſave only, that it might be debated before ſufficient 
Witneſſes, Whether G. Keith could prove a Contradittion in 
T. -Up(ber's DoEtrine to himſelf, expeCting that they might have 
fome advantage againſt G. Keith, if the Subjeft of the Debate 
ſhould be confined to that alone Particular ?* But why they 
were not as willing to debate other Matters with him as we 

as that, which yet were of greater moment than that, as whe- 
ther T. Upſber had contradicted. himfelf (it being very common 


'both to him and his Brethren to Preach Inconſiſtencies and Con- 


traditions in great plenty) is caſie to be underſtood, even be- 
cauſe they knew they were never able to un againſt G. Keith, 
that he was an Apoſtate, or Enemy to Truth, or guilty of a- 
ny of the hard Names they had given him. And therefore the 
further to detect them,and to leave them without Excuſe,G. Keith 
did yield to have a Debate with T. Upſber only upon that ſin- 
gle Head, viz. Whether T. Upſber was guilty of Self-contra- 
diction ? T he which is now left to the Judgment of the Imparrtial 
Reader, after he has viewed and conſidered the foregoing Con- 
tents. 

And here let it be noted, that on the ſaid Firſt Day, at Cob 
cheſter Meeting, the 2d of the Fifth Month called July, 1699, 
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in the Forenoon, after G. Keith had peaceably fat and heard 
T. Upſber, and their other Preachers, and ſtood up to Speak, 
he was, moſt uncivilly, and contrary to the At for Tolleration, 
interrupted by many of their principal Men, called Friends, 
who cried out againſt him, Thew Apoſtate, hold thy peace, this 
Houſe is ours, thou haſt ns right to ſpeak, in it without onr conſent, 
G, Keith replied, He was no Apoſtate, and if they thought him 
to be ſuch, they ought to prove it ; and their Proof he deſir'd 
to have. They told him, Friends at Zmdex had judged him 
to be fach, and they Rood to their Judgment. G. Keith re- 
lied, That was downright Popery, to believe as the Church 
lieved, by an implicit Faith z and as for their right to the 
Houſe, his Right was as good as theirs, until they did prove, that 
he had forfeited his Right which he formerly had, all being Ten- 
#nts in common, and that place being no Man's proper Right, 
but free to all travelling Friends of the Miniſtry among that 
People, and to him as well as to any of them, antil they did 
prove, that he was no Friend of Truth ; which he believed they - 
could never doy he retaining all the common Marks of a Friend, . 
and that he had .better Principles than they, that was no bad 
fign "of his being a Friend of Iruth. But they continuing in 
their uncivil and illegal manner of interrupting him, whick 
many friendly People that were preſent who were deſirous to 
hear G. Keith, both of the Church of England, and Diſſeaters, 
did blame them for, (being illegal as well as uncivil and un- 
chriſtian) ſome Conſtables ſeeing the Peace broke, being called 
upon by ſeveral to keep the Peace, took away one, called a Qna- 
ker, before the Mayor, for his illegal Behaviour, who threaten'd : 
to bind him over to the Peace, though divers others were as 
' yude and ancivil as he, eſpecially they of the richer fort. In 
the Afternoon the Mayor fant ſeveral Conſtables to keep the 
Peace, which they broke as much in the Afternoon as in the Fore- 
noon, Crying out at G. Keith, while he was ſpeaking, and calling _ 
him Apoſtate, and Enemy of Truth; the which great diſor- 
der and interruption the Conſtables, who in the Afternoon were - 
ſent to keep the Peace, ſoon did quiet, by telling them who made 
the greateſt Interruption (who generally were the richeſt 'Men 
among the People called Qnakers in that place) that they wonls 
tax2 
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take them away to the Mayor, in order to have them bound 
over, if they would not forbear ; whereupon, they generally, in 
great haſte, went away, and as faſt as they thronged to go outz 
as faſt did many more throng to get-.in, who were not Quakers, 
but ſober and friendly People of the Church of England, and 
of the Diſſenters-of ſeveral ſorts, who had. a defire to hear 
G. Keith, and did hear him after the Friends did generally 
withdraw, - ſome few remaining that were his Friends in that 
place, and ſome others that were friendly affeftcd towards him. 
On the 4tb Day following, G. Keith did again go to their pub- 
lick Meeticg place, which -they ſuſpeCting that he would do, 
and ſpeak again in their Meeting as he did the foregoing 
Firſt Day, which gave great content to many, and was a great 
trouble to his Adverfaries, to find them fo expoſed, and thcir 
great and vile Errors ſo detected by G. Keith, they ſet Men 
at the Door to keep him out ; ſo that when he eſſayed to get 
in, they hindred him : This gave occaſion to G. Keith to go 
to the Mayor and complain of their uncivil and illegal treat- 
ment, who forthwith commanded two Conſtables to go to their 
Meeting to make free entrance for him, as accordingly was done, 
(whoſe Generoſity, as well as Juſtice in that Aﬀair, is greatly 
commendable and worthy of imitation by Perſons of his Qua- 
lity and Station) but after he came in and waited patiently. 
till their Miniſters had done, and then ſtood up to ſpeak, they 
bid the Friends withdraw, the Meeting, they ſaid, wasended ; 
and as many of them were going out, and others coming in, 
deſirous to hear G. Keith, that were not of their Profeſſion, 
they ſhut the great Door, bolted and barr'd it, and knocked 
in the Barrs, that the People that were got in might not 0- 
pen them (leaving only a little private Door open, that few 
but themſelves knew) and indeed they made ſuch diforder, and 
eſpecially the richer ſort of them, that it was a ſhame to ſee 
it, to behold their rude a&ions, and hear their ovtcries againſt 
G. Keith, many crying to him at orce, and pulling him by the 
Slceve to be gone, infomuch that a Friend there preſent, ſaid, 
It ſeemed like Bedlam let looſe. y 

The like Iacivility and illegal Proceedings, the People called 
Quakers at Brifto! uſed againſt G. Keith, the 234 of the Month 
called 
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called July, 1699. who offering peaceably to come into their 
Meetinz-Houſe, was ſtopt by a great Guard of them they had 
ſet at the Door to keep him out by Violence ; he did very ſoftly 
ex! 0/tulate with them (and ſo did ſome other of his Friends that 
came from London to countenance him, and to be Witneſſes 
of their treatment towards him) that it was contrary to their 
former Profeſſion, to uſe any carnal Reſiſtance ; let them nor 
henceforth ſay, their Weapons are not carnal, for he ſaw no 0- 
ther Weapons they had to fight with him, but their Arms, 
Shoulders, and Breaſts, wherewith they oppoſed him as he eſ- 
ſaycd to come in. He alſo and his Friends told them, They 
would have formerly re. koned it Perſecurion, and did to, when 
ſome of their Preachers came in to oppote the Miniſters, both 
of the Church of England and Presbyterians, in their publick 
Mecting-places, and met with ſome reſiſtance on that account. 
Put that which the more a::gravates the matrer againſt them, is, 
that G. Keity told them thzr ſtood a Guard to keep him ovt, 
he came with -*; Inter.tion not to ſpeak at that time in their 
Mecting, but only to hear, having a real defire to hear how 
their Miniſters did PreaCh, he being inform'd, that they did ; 
preach better Doctrine than formerly ; ſome of them replied, 

Our Miniſters are not chang d in their Doctrine. Charles Zones, 

Fathert-in law to Will. Pern Juntor, faid concerning G. Keith, 

He is a (alſe Fellow, we will nct truſk im. To whom GC. Keith 

modeſtly replied, TI hat is not enough to call me fo, but he 

ought to prove it. It | (ſaid G. Keith) ſhould call thee Thief 

or Adulterer, thou wo-ldſt p::t me to prove it. Some of them 

that were the Gnard at the Door asked G. Keith, What he 

was? he ſaid, He was a Chriftias. They asked again, Was he 

a Quaker ? he replied, He was never proad of the Name Qzaker, ; 
that Name being g:ven to that People as a Name of Reproach, 
which now they ſeem to glot7 ins >1t he was a Friend of Truth ; 
and asked them, What Marks had 2ny of them, of a Friend of 
f Trath, which he had aot? But they gave him no Revly to his 
Queſtion. One of chem asked Tho. Criſp, who ſtood by G. Keith, 
at. the Door, If he was a Q#2ter ? he ſaid, No; which they 


took for ſome great advantags az2inft C. Kew, he being his 


ww 


C Friend, 
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Friend, G. Keith bid them ask him, If he did nor own himſelf a 
Friend of Truth? he ſaid, Yea, he was a Friend of Truth ; but 
the Name Quaker he diſowned, as well as the Errors that were 
among them. G. Keith did further Expoſtulate with them, fſay- 
ing, If the Power of God be among you, as ye ſay it is, what 
know ye, if ye let me come in, bur that Power may reach me, 
and bring we out of what ye call my Apoſtacy, and join me again 
to you? Some of them replied, T hou doſt not believe it thy 
ſelf. G. Keith anſwered, Thongh I do not believe it, yet that 
Power might make me believe it- How many h:ve come into 
a Chriſtian Aſlembly Unbelievers, and have gone forth 2e-!i2vers ? 
am I paſt all poſſibility of Converſion ? Bur as uncivil :s the 
Quakers, his old Friends, at Briſtol were to him, the People called 
Baptiſts were as civil ; who freely, at his requeſt, granted him 
liberty at their publick Meeting-placez near to the Qraker's Mect- 
ing-place (and about as capacious) to have a Vieeting that Day,the 
Meeting-place being called, Andrew Gifford's Mceting-place z who 
freely conſented, and his Son and Friends alſo, that he ſhould 
heve the nſe of it. The Meeting began about the 6:bþ Hour in 
the Afternoon, which was very full of People, both of the Church 
of England and other Diſſenters; who generally ſhewed their 
great ſatisfaftion with what they heard him ſpeak art rhe ſaid 
Meeting. In the cloie of the ſaid Meeting, he did intimate to 
the People, his purpoſe of having another Mecting the next 
Day, to begin at the ſame time, in order to detett the great 
and vile Errors of the moſt approved Authors among the Qua- 
kers, Particularly of G. W. and W. P. and in order to the 
clearer deteCting them, to read large and full Q'otations out 
of their Books, as accordingly he did; and did intimate his 
purpoſe to write to IW. P. and other noted Miniſters of the 
People called Quakers at Briſtol, to deſire them to come; and 
if they did think they were able to defend their Canſe, they 
ſhould be freely allowed, and have a fair Hearing. The next 
Morning , being the 24th of that Inſtant, he writ to them to 
that effect; they ſent no dire&t Anſwer to him, but writ a ſe- 
vere Letter to Andrew Gifford, and his Son, and another Bap- 
tiſt Teacher, called Found , greatly blaming them for mn 
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him have the uſe of the Houſe, comparing what was to be don®© 
there to a Stage-play, and G. Keith to be the Ator : And among 
other frivolous and empty Reaſons they give why they will not 
meet him, one was, that it was offenſive to Authority ; and yet, 
in the ſame Letter, they profter to meet with thoſe Baptiſts if 
they will Imbark on his Bottom ; as if to meet with G. Keith 
were offenſive to Authority, but to meet with the Baptiſts were 
not ; whereas neither is offenſive to them if diſcretely managed ; 
and if any behave themſelves indiſcretely, they are juſtly obnoxi- 
ous to Cenſure. At the time appointed, agreat Meeting of Peo- 
ple aſlembled (both Towns-people, and others, it being at the 
beginning of the Fair time) 'where he laid open the Errors, 
particnlarly of G. Whithead, W. Penn, and Edw. Burroughs, in 
many Quotations, which he did publickly read out of their 
Books, and which another did read the ſecond time, ſtanding 
on a Table in the Peoples audience, that the People might be 
ſatisfied, that the Quotations were all truly read ; the Quota- 
tions were the ſame as are noted in a late printed Sheet, cal- 
led, An Account from Colcheſter, of the Quakers Errors againſt the ve 
ry Foundation of the C hriſtian Religion ;, Signed by Nine credible Per- 
ſons of Colcheſter, two of which are Miniſters of the Church of 
England, and two others, Non-conformiſt Miniſters 3 and ſome 
other Quotations were read out of their Books, that are men- 
tioned in G. Keith his faid Narrative; to which, as to divers 

other his Books againſt his Adverſaries, they have made no 

Reply, though they moſt falſly alledge, they have replied to 

all he hath publiſhed in Print agaiuſt them, whereas there are 

at leaſt Six of his late Books in Print, to which they have 

made not one Line of Reply; as his 24 and 3d Narratives, his 

Book anſwering their Arguments againſt Baptiſm and the Sup- 

per, the Deiim of W. Penn and his Brethren, in anſwer to bis 

Diſcourſe of the general Rule of Faith and Praftice ; and his 

late Book, called, Scme of the many Fallactes of W, Penn, G&c. 

In his Paper called, Goſpel Traths, &c. and his larger and ſhorter 

Chatechiſms ; all which do plainly dete& and refute their vile 

-and groſs Errors nd Herelies, prejudicial and deſtruQive to 
Chriſtianity. And here 1 give _ Reader to underſtand, how 
2 as 
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as I was civilly treated and: reſpected by ſober People, both of 
the Church of Englans ani! Dilicnters, at Colcheſter, and at Brs- 
fol, ſo 1 found the ke Uivility und Reſpect generally in all other 


places where I travelled, M7 {le 1g mer Sunumer and this, as at 
Bedford, Fluntin ton. c 0:1, Leſte: 7, CLAP bridge, and divers 
other places, the 1! Sum: ory aug alto this prefent Summer, 
having travelled thr2ugu the ſame places again, and had conlide- 


rable Meetings at them all, either in Licenſed Houſes, or ſuch, 
.as by the favour of tiie Magiſtrates of the place, were allow- * 
ed; ard in divers other places Where I had not had Meetings 
before, as at Cogſhel, in Eſſex; at Chippenham, in V altſbire; at 
the Deviſes, at Calr, at Malebury, at Lambourn Weodlands, at 
Wantage, at Oxford, at Reading ; in all which places where I 
had Meetings, many of Which were very conliderable for num- 
ber of ſober, diſcreet, and well aifected People, 1 met with 
great Civility, Kindneſs, and Reſpet, for my Teſtimony to 
the great Truths of the Goſpel, and zgainſt the great and vile 
Errors that abound: among the People called Quakers, which 
their Leaders have drawn them into ; though in divers places 
above mentioned, few of the People called Qnakers came to 
hear me; and in ſome of them not one, ſo far as I could hear. 
I zenerally ſent to them, to come arid ſhew before the People 
what they had againſt me; tut they generally fled before me, 
and - would not ſo much as appear to reaſon the Caſe with 
me. One at Cain, in Wiltſhire, in a great Meeting which was 
in a large Barn on a Firſt Dzy (the laſt of the Month. called 
Fuly) called John Savage, a Quaker, while 1 was ſpeaking, faid, I 
ſpoke by the Spirit of the Devilz becauſe I was proving, That 
the Light that is common. to all Mankind, and is in Heathens, 
was not the Goſpel that Paul preached, but another. I de- 
fired him not to interrupt - me, but let me alone till I had 
done, and then I would anſwer to what he would obje& ; 
but he ſaid nothing to me after I had done. At funtington and 
Foes alfo I met with ſome Interruption, but none of them would 
come to any fair Debate -with me ; ſome of their Miniſtry at 
Toes calling me Judas and Demas, but when I put them to 
prove it, and oftered to ſhew, that Character did not belong 
ro 
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to me, bat to ſome of them, they would not reaſon the caſe 
with me. O..e of the chief Men among the Quakers in that 
Town, faying, That place- was for Preaching, but not for Diſ- 
pute 3 and as by his means I had got liberty to ſpeak there (for 
- which 1 thanked him) but he would not ſuffer me to diſpute ; 
I did expoſtulate the caſe with him, Why he would be lefs fair 
than the Jews, who not ouly ſuffered Paul to Preach, but 9 
Diſpute in their Synagogues. But- the greateſt open el; « d 
reception, among any of my former Friends called Quakets, { 
found, was in divers Councry places in Huntingtonſhire, and tlicie- 
abouts ; who met in divers places on purpoſe to hear me, #nd 
appointed ſeveral Meetings for me, at ſeveral places, both this 
and the former Summer, whither they came to hear me, and 
declared their fatisfaftion with my Teſtimony, and my oppoli- 
tion to the great Errors among the Quakers ; and they have 
declared, that it is their Senſe, That there is great need of 
a Reformation in Doctrine among the ſaid People, and that the 
great Errors contained in the Books of their great Authors 
ought to be diſowned and retracted, otherwiſe a ſeparation 
will neceſſacily follow ; whereof Afargarer Everard, a Speaker 
among them, has given a plain and Chriſtian acknowledgment in 
her printed Epiſtle to them z and particularly to the Miniſters 
among them.

Containing ſome Notes and we mie = on the Aſſertions 
of T. Upſher and his Brethren, diſcovering their Self- 
Contradiftions. 


T HE Impartial Readers are defired to compare the ſe- 
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veral Aſſertions of T. Upſher here, one with 2:other ; 

and alſo with the many Aſſertions of G. W%:ithead , 

W. Penn, and others of the moſt approved: Writers among the 
People called Quakers, contained in their Books, as moſt faith- 
fully quoted in- G. Keith's three printed Narratives, ard in the 
late printed Sheet, called, Some Account from Colcheſter of the 
Quakers Errors againſt the very foundation of the Chriſtian Religi- 
on, &c. and I doubt not but it will evidently 2ppear to them, 
that T. Upſber hath both foully contradifted himſelf, and alſo 
his aid Brethren. And eſpecially I deſire the Readers to take 
notice of this one Inſtance of T. Us Self-contradiftion, in 
p- 8. of the printed Copy, ad finem, he grants, that there is 
univerſally in Men (both Heathens and Chriſtians) ſuch a Grace 
or Manifeſtation of Chriſt, as can give them a diſcovery of that 
that is neceſlary to Salyatlon ; for which he grants, he quoted 
Titus 
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Titw'2, 10, 1t. Iſs. 49: 6: Joby 1. 9. and'divers other Scrip- 
tures; and this is the known Principle of G. Whithead, W. Penn, 
and moſt of the greateſt Authors among the Quakers ; and yet, 
in contradition both to himſelfand them, he hath tld us (fee 
pag. 10. of the printed Relation) he never did declare, That tbe 
Light within, without the omward Manifeſtation of Chrift, is ſuſfi> 
cient tor Salvation. And yet (as in the ſame pag; 10.) he did plead, 
that Heathens are ſaved (who live up to their Light) and yet 
have no K. owledge or Faith of Chriſt's outward Manifeftation. 
Again, pray let the Reader well conſider this Afertion of T. U. 
That be never declared that the Light within, withot the outward 
Manifeſtuti1n, was ſufficient to Salvation}, and his and his Brethren 
of Colcheſter their Aſſertion (as in p3g+ 11.) that it is their ab- 
ſolute Belief, That Faith in Chriſt, as he did outwardly come, &c. 
and was Crucified, ard as he is oittwardly to come in a glorified Bo- 
dy, is neceſſary to their Salvation, and compare it with G. Whit- 
head his Aſſertion, in his late Antidote againſt the Venom of 
theSnake, p. 28. where he plainly affirmeth, That the Quakers 
are off ended with G. K. for undervaluing the Light within, and ſay- 
ing, it is not ſufficient to Salvation, or not ſuſficient without ſomething 
elſe. That ſomething elſe he confeſſeth, is (according to G. XK.) 
Chriſt's outward Mazifeſtation, and coming in the Fleſh, and 
the Doftrine and Faith of it, without which, G. XK. hath affirm- 
ed, the Light within either Heathen or Chriſtian is nor ſuf- 
ficient to Salvation ; for which Aſſertion of his, not only G. Whit- 
bead, W. Penn, and generally the moſt approred Writers and 
Preachers among the Qqakers, but alſo T. Upſher, and moſt of 
his "Brethren at Cilcheſter (Fobn Raller, and a few more at Col- 
cheſter excepted, who own G. K's Do@rine to be ſound) have 
judged him to be.an Apoſtate, and do ſtill fo judge him; this 
bzing the chie! Controverfie betwixtthem and him, viz. Whe- 
ther the Light within be ſufficient to Salvation without Chriſt's 
outward Manifeſtation and coming in” the Fleſh, his Deattrand 
Sufferings, and the DoCtrine and Faith of it, which are that 
ſomething elſe, without which, no Light in Men is ſufficient 
to Salvation? And yet now T. U. and theſe his Colcheſter Bre- 
thren, by their late ſolemn Confeſſion, have declared themſelves 
to 
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to be of the ſame Faith in the caſe with G. X, ſo that by un- 
deniable conſequence, either G. K. is no Apoſtate for his ſay- 
ing, The Light within is not ſufficient to Salvation without ſomething 
elſe, or if they think he is for his ſo affirming, they are as 
great Apoſtates as he, and guilty of the ſame Apoſtacy with him. 
Again, is it not a palpable Contradittion betwixt theſe Colche- 
fter Quakers, who ſay it is their abſolute Belief, That Faith in 
Chriſt without 'them, is neceſſary to their Salvation 3 and 
G. Whithead, who hath poſitively and expreſly affirmed, T hat 
it is contrary to Scripture to confide in Chriſt without Men ; 
and to tell of a Chriſt whoſe perſon is above the Clouds, and of 
a Chriſt within, is to make two Chriſts. See his Book, 7r«hb 
defending the Quakers, p. 65. and p. 23. And in his Book called 
The Light and Life, p. 61. he faith, It is contrary to Scripture 
(viz. Deut. 30. and Rom. 10.) for People to ſeek their Saviour 
above the Clouds and Firmament, or to look to the Blood that 
was ſhed at Jeruſalem for Juſtification. And inp. 56. he ſaith (ex- 
pounding Atts 20. 28.) Now the Blood of God, or that Blood 
that relates to God, muſt needs be ſpiritual, he being a Spirit ; 
and the Covenant of God is inward and ſpiritual, and fo is 
the Blood of it. Here G. Whithead perfeftly agreeth with 
W, Bailly in his Notion, That the Blood is the Life, and the 
Life is the Light of Men (ſee W. B's Teſtimony of the Light 
in him, pag- 23.) ThisI did take to be alſo T. U's Notion of 
the Blood, ſceing he told us, he ditter'd not in his Faith from, 
other Friends; and yet he will not allow, that by the Blood of 
Chriſt, Rev. 7. 14+ he meant the Light, ſee True Relation. p. x. This 
is another Inſtance of his Conti adiCtion both to himſelf ard his 
Friends, from whom, he ſaid, he doth not differ. As to the di- 
ſtintion, making the Faith in Chriſt, as he outwardly came in 
the Fleſh, &c. neceſſary to the Salvation of thoſe that live in the 
Chriſtian World, but not to the Heathen Gentiles. I query 
firſt, Doth not the Scripture plainly refute that diſtintion, thar 
holdeth not forth two ways of Juſtification and of eternal Salva- 
tion ; one by Faith in Chriſt without Men, another by obedience 
to the Light within, without Faith in Chriſt without Men ; 
which is a plain ſetting up of Salvation by the Covenant of 
Works, 
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Works; ſee Gat. 3. 26. and Rom. 3. 30. Where Faith in Chriſt 
Jeſus, as he outwardly ſaffered, &c. is declared to be neceſſary, 
as well to the Gentites as the Fews. 2. If the Light in Heathens 
be ſufficient to Salvation, without the Faith of Chriſt's ontward 
Maniſeſtation, is it not as ſofficient in Chriſtians without that 
Faith (otherwiſe it is leſs ſufhcient in Chriſtians than in Hea- 
thens) and conſequently that Faith is fuperfluous, or at leaft 
not more neceſſary in Chriſtians than in Heathens? 3. Why 
is that Faith neceſlary to the Chriſtians but not to the Heathen ? 
Ifit be aid, becauſe that the Doctrine concerning Chriſt, as he 
outwerdly came and was Crucified, is Preached, or declared to 
the Chriſtians (though not to the Heathens) by the Scriptures 
and other outward means. But the Queſtion is aBain, Is that 
Faith neceſlary to us, becauſe externally the Doftrine is Preached 
or declared to us, then Tet it not be Preached or declared to ther 
that are ignurant of it, and they ſhall be ſaved without it ; yea, 
according to this corrupt Notion, they ſhall be more eaſily ſfave& 
without it than with.it z becauſe the dictates of the Light within, 
as common to all Men, are fewer and eaſier to be —_— than the 
many Commands given by Chriſt in the Writings of the New 
Teſtament. Again, if the Doctrine of Chriſt, as outwardly Cru- 
Cified, Cc. and the Faith of it be neceſſary to us in Chriſtendome, 
becaiſe Preached or declared to us, what makes the Faith of that 


Declaration neceflary to us? Nctthe Scripeeres, ſeeing they are not. 


with them the Rule of Faith and Pradtice to Chriſtians ; nor the 
Light within, becauſe the Light within doth not, without the 'ex- 
ternal Doctrine, teach us that Faith ; and if the external Doqtrire 


be neceſſary to have that Faith, tis a plain caſe the Light within - 
is not ſifficient to us, without the external Doctrine, to beget. 


that Faith in us, and conſequently is not ſufficient to our Salvati- 
on Without that external DoC&trine. That the Scripture is not 
to them the Rule of Faith and PraQife, is expreſly affirmed by 


W. P. in his Diſcourſe of the General Rule of Faith and Prattice, .

order to Salvation ; becauſe, according to this way of arguing, the 
Light within doth, without the neceſſity of the Scripture, or out- 
watd means, reveal it in Chriſtians, and therefore alſo in the 
Heathens ; or if it doth not in the Heathens, and yet doth it in 
the Chriſtians, then it is of a differing kind, becauſe of a differing 
ability, as not performing that in the Heathens which it perform- 
eth in the Chriſtians z by all which it doth plainly appear, how 
ſelf-contradiftory and inconſiſtent theſe Colcheffer Quakers are, 
both with themſelves, and with their moſt approved Authors and 
Brethren at Zonden, and elſewhcre, and indeed all of them one 
with another.

T. Upſber or ne.. That which 1 then ſaid, was a ſumming up the 
ſtate of the Caſe in theſe words, or, I am ſure to this Senſe ; but 
conditionally, viz. If G. Keith has proved, that T. Upſber in the 
Forenoon did affirm, that Faith in Chriſt, as he was born of the 
Virgin Mary, and dyed without the Cates of Jeraſalem, and ai- 
cended into Heaven, and is there in his Glory, and ſhall come ay

Tho. Ceok, is a noted Qyaker, and of good report among the Qna- 
kers at Colcheſter, but that they blame him for being a friend to 
G. Kewyhb, and for owning his Dottrine) all which above-named 
Perſons have ſigned to a Certificate of the truth of W. Shelton's 
Teſtimony, as above delivered. The ſaid William Shelton, at the 
end ot his ſajd Teſtimony, adds theſe following words. - If 1 
may 
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may but know who it is has done me this wrong, 1 doubt not but 
I ſhall prove to his Face, by many credible Witneſs then pre- 
ſent, that he has abuſed me, and conſequently done. his Cauſe 
wrong, by thinking to ſtrengthen it with ſuch a notorious Lye.
